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Introduction 


THE  sessions  of  two  Great  and  General  Courts  of  the  Province  of  Massa- 
chusetts-Bay —  those  of  1726  and  1727  — are  printed  in  this  volume, 
the  seventh  of  the  series.  The  Court  of  1726  assembled  May  25,  1726, 
was  prorogued  June  28,  again  met  August  24  and  continued  in  session  only  four 
days,  when  it  was  prorogued  to  November  23,  and  then  remained  in  action 
until  January  5,  1726-27,  when  it  was  prorogued  to  April  5,  but  was  not  again 
called  together.  Three  sessions,  therefore,  constituted  the  life  of  this  Court, 
and  at  the  second  no  law  was  enacted.  The  Court  of  1727  met  May  31,  con- 
tinued until  prorogued  July  8,  to  meet  again  August  16;  again  sat  until  August 
30,  when  it  was  adjourned  to  meet  October  4,  and  October  14  it  was  dissolved. 
The  General  Court  which  assembled  on  May  25,  1726,  was  the  first  to  be 
under  the  "Explanatory  charter,"  a  document  accepted  in  1725  more  because 
of  necessity  than  from  good  will  towards  its  provisions.  The  power  to  choose  a 
Speaker  and  to  adjourn  received  a  definition  imposed  from  London;  but  the 
House,  after  debate,  concluded  to  acquiesce  rather  than  invite  measures  that 
would  deprive  it  of  more  important  powers.  The  session  opened  without  inci- 
dent, save  for  the  protest  against  the  seating  of  Gershom  Woodle,  member  for 
Tiverton  —  a  protest  upheld  by  the  House  because  of  his  previous  misde- 
meanors and  unrepentant  attitude. *  A  new  election  soothed  the  ruffled  feelings 
of  the  House. 

A  few  days  before  the  General  Court  assembled  on  August  24  the  ratification 
of  the  submission  of  the  Eastern  Indians  had  been  received  by  the  government, 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  Dummer  urged  that  "effectual  Care  be  now  taken  to 
guard  the  Trade  with  them  as  much  as  possible  against  Corruption,  as  also  to 
establish  an  equal  and  speedy  Determination  of  all  Causes  and  Controversies 
whatsoever  that  are  or  shall  arise  between  the  English  and  Indians,  which  has 
been  solemnly  promised  them,  and  if  it  shall  be  punctually  performed,  will  have 
a  great  tendency  to  the  perpetuating  of  this  Peace. "2  Point  was  given  to  this 
recommendation  by  an  anonymous  letter  alleging  "some  indirect  Practices"  to 
the  "prejudice  of  the  Indian  trade,"  and  "endangering  the  Peace  lately  con- 
cluded with  the  Indians."*  A  Committee  was  named  to  inquire  into  the  matter. 
More  definite  complaints  came  from  the  natives  of  Nantucket,  who  could  urge 
grievances  suffered  at  the  hands  of  the  white  settlers  which  had  been  before 
the  Court  for  years  and  were  still  without  remedy.  More  than  one  Committee 
had  failed  to  do  justice,  while  both  whites  and  Indians  were  obliged  to  pay 
their  expenses.*  The  session  ended  with  a  new  Committee  who  should  report 
to  the  next  General  Court.  Information  had  also  been  given  against  Benjamin 
Wright,  Jr.,  for  "abuses  done  the  Indians  in  Trade"  and  an  investigation  was 
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ordered.  Daniel  Severans,  who  had  threatened  to  kill  some  friendly  Indians  on 
pretence  of  avenging  his  father's  death,  was  placed  under  bonds  for  his  appear- 
ance, and  might  be  gaoled,  if  he  continued  his  threats.' 

To  confirm  the  peace  and  give  confidence  to  the  Indians,  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  a  quorum  of  the  Council,  a  number  of  members  of  the  House  and 
others  went  in  some  state  to  Falmouth  in  Casco-Bay,  July  i6,  1726,  and  held  a 
conference  which  continued  until  August  the  eleventh.  The  proceedings  were 
printed  by  Samuel  Kneeland  for  Benjamin  Eliot. ^  One  of  the  important  re- 
sults was  a  well-considered  attempt  to  regulate  the  Indian  trade  and  to  estab- 
lish truck-houses  at  important  points  of  contact  to  be  managed  by  trustworthy 
masters.  The  effort  of  the  House  to  secure  the  removal  of  one  of  these  masters 
who  did  not  possess  the  qualities  necessary  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the  Indians 
indicates  how  far  the  House  would  go,  unsuccessful  as  the  effort  was.  The  large 
sums  advanced  to  procure  goods  to  be  used  in  the  trade  gave  evidence  of  its 
importance  to  the  Province  and  opportunity  for  mismanagement.'  The  Treas- 
urer could  not  dispose  of  his  goods  with  sufficient  speed  to  meet  the  great  quan- 
tity of  furs  or  pelts  brought  down,  and  the  House  voted  new  supplies  of  cash 
to  cover  the  purchase.^  The  Treasurer's  accounts  for  1726  showed  a  balance 
against  him  in  this  matter  of  £1,898  to  be  accounted  for;  those  of  1727  gave 
the  larger  sum  of  £4,091.'  A  proposal  to  appoint  a  missionary  who  should  in- 
struct the  children  of  the  Eastern  Indians  in  the  English  tongue  and  convert 
the  elders  to  the  protestant  faith,  met  with  favorable  motions.  After  suggest- 
ing that  a  suitable  agent  be  provided,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  and 
to  be  under  the  regulation  of  the  Court,  the  better  plan  resulted  of  giving  chap- 
lains to  the  trading  houses  in  the  Eastern  country  —  Richmond  Fort  and  the 
block-house  on  St.  George's  River  —  and  adding  to  the  Committee  the  Presi- 
dent of  Harvard  College  and  Mr.  Sewall,  "to  inquire  after  and  procure  two 
prudent  and  discreet  Persons  of  good  Learning,  Exemplary  and  of  very  Circum- 
spect Lives  and  Conversations,  and  well  disposed  and  spirited  to  that  good 
work."*  These  chaplains  also  had  the  training  and  conversion  of  the  Indians 
as  part  of  their  charge.  Before  the  Court  had  risen  the  Committee  reported  in 
favor  of  Moses  Hale  (1703-1760)  and  John  Sumner  {c.  1703-1787),  two  grad- 
uates of  Harvard  College.' 

In  peace  precautions  were  taken  to  make  the  next  outbreak  of  the  Indians 
less  destructive  to  the  outlying  settlements.  A  chain  of  towns  covering  the 
regions  most  open  to  attack  encouraged  settlement  and  rendered  unnecessary 
the  clumsy  makeshift  of  block-houses,  useful  as  places  of  refuge,  but  costly  to 
garrison  and  not  particularly  effective  as  watch  towers  against  incursions. 
Many  petitions  had  been  presented  to  the  Court  for  erecting  new  townships, 
and  it  only  remained  to  reduce  the  granting  to  an  orderly  system,  which  would

establish  a  well-considered  and  consistent  plan,  devoid  of  gaps  through  which 
an  enemy  could  penetrate,  and  of  contests  over  bounds  which  had  proved  so 
fruitful  in  controversies  in  the  past.  A  Committee  on  the  subject  was  appointed 
by  the  House,  November  25,  1726,  and  on  December  9  it  presented  two  reports 
which  were  approved.  One  had  a  distinct  military  basis,  for  it  proposed  town- 
ships between  the  Merrimack  and  Connecticut  Rivers.  A  line  of  towns  settled 
between  Dunstable  and  Northfield  would  shorten  the  western  frontier  more 
than  sixty  miles  and  the  "Charge  of  the  Government  in  time  of  War  would 
be  sunk."^  The  second  report  looked  to  a  grant  of  lands  on  the  Merrimack 
River,  where  some  Irish  were  already  in  sufficient  strength  to  offer  opposition 
to  settlers  from  the  older  towns  of  Massachusetts.  These  squatters  claimed 
rights  under  permission  from  New  Hampshire,  thus  creating  a  conflict  of  au- 
thority not  to  be  lightly  disposed  of  by  the  Court.  In  all  probability  the  situa- 
tion created  by  that  challenge  to  Alassachusetts  led  the  House  to  deny  to  a 
body  of  people  "lately  arrived  from  the  North  of  Ireland"  unappropriated  land 
in  the  Province  for  a  settlement.^  The  question  of  new  townships  pressed  for 
action,  and  a  second  Committee,  named  June  2,  1727,  opened  a  prohibited 
region  of  York  County,  again  for  reasons  political  and  military:  "Inasmuch 
as  the  Setling  a  Line  of  Towns  between  Newichawannick-River  and  Casco- 
Bay,  would  tend  to  the  Security  of  the  Eastern-Frontiers,  and  shorten  the  same 
at  least  Forty  Miles,  The  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants,  His  Majesty's  Woods  fit 
for  Masting  the  Royal  Navy  preserved,  and  Room  for  many  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Province  made  for  their  Comfortable  Subsistence."  That  so  broad 
proposals  should  be  considered  with  great  care  was  only  to  be  expected  and  re- 
sulted in  throwing  a  decision  of  a  part  of  the  recommendations  to  the  next 
session.^  In  addition  to  these  general  plans  provision  was  made  for  confirming 
grants  in  the  Nipmugg  country  to  such  officers  and  soldiers  as  had  served  in 
the  Narragansett  war,^  and  townships  were  created  and  towns  erected  in  the 
older  divisions  of  the  Province.  The  boundary  questions  between  provinces 
were  to  be  argued  in  London. 

Peace  with  the  Indians  led  to  a  decline  in  the  importance  and  cost  of  the 
militia.  No  real  difference  arose  between  the  Board  and  the  House,  either  on 
the  force  to  be  employed  or  on  the  discharge  of  muster-rolls  presented  for  pay- 
ment. The  garrison  at  Castle  William  was  placed  upon  a  new  establishment, 
no  Indian,  Negro  or  Mulatto,  except  one  servant  for  the  Captain,  to  be  en- 
listed, and  a  bounty  of  three  pounds  and  a  red  coat,  not  to  cost  more  than 
four  pounds,  offered  special  inducements  to  "good  Effective  able  Bodied"  men 
for  that  service.  Incidentally  the  Board  thought  four  pounds  would  not  be 
sufficient  for  the  coat,  as  it  was  hardly  enough  four  years  earlier  and  "both  the 
Cloath  &  Work  is  now  dearer."^ 
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Provincial  finance  presented  new  features  that  did  provoke  differences  of 
opinion,  not  only  between  the  two  bodies  of  the  Court  but  between  the  Pro- 
vincial and  the  home  authorities.  In  June,  1726,  the  usual  method  of  supply- 
ing the  treasury,  expressly  stated  to  be  according  to  the  Royal  Charter,  was 
followed  —  an  issue  of  bills  of  credit,  accompanied  by  taxes  on  polls  and  estates 
which  would  redeem  the  bills  in  equal  portions  in  four  years  beginning  with 
1732.  In  December  bills  of  credit  to  the  sum  of  £5,000,  then  in  the  treasury, 
received  from  taxes,  impost,  etc,  were  to  be  reissued.^  In  1727  a  different 
situation  arose,  which  broke  the  routine  followed  for  some  years.  Ten  years 
earlier  £100,000  in  bills  of  credit  had  been  issued,  to  be  loaned  on  good  security 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Province,  the  principal  to  be  discharged  in  ten  years' 
time.^  The  bills  were  to  circulate  as  currency  and  in  that  manner  supply  a 
medium  of  exchange.  The  notes  had  depreciated  in  value,  and  the  Board  for 
Trade  and  Plantations  now  informed  the  Lieutenant  Governor  that  they  did 
not  consider  the  measure  to  be  for  the  good  of  the  Province  or  its  merchants, 
and  "do  expect  that  I  [you]  take  the  necessary  care  that  the  said  Bills  Circu- 
lating in  this  Government,  by  Virtue  of  the  said  Act,  be  called  in  and  and  de- 
stroyed in  May  next,  as  that  Act  does  then  expire,  and  that  for  the  future,  I 
[you]  do  not  pass  any  Act  for  Creating  a  Paper  Currency,  without  His  Majesties 
express  Leave  for  that  purpose."'  What  the  depreciation  of  the  paper  currency 
involved  is  shown  by  the  merchants'  books  of  the  day.  In  1726  and  1727  ex- 
change with  London  was  at  190,  and  the  merchants  charged  their  local  customers 
an  advance  varying  from  200  to  275  per  cent."* 

Serious  debate  followed  the  reception  of  the  instructions,  equivalent  to  a 
command,  from  the  Board  for  Trade  and  Plantations.  The  Province  was  not 
prepared  to  meet  them  at  such  short  notice,  for  the  scheme  of  loans  had  not 
worked  out  as  favorably  as  the  designers  had  planned.  Some  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  loan  were  anxious  to  be  discharged  of  their  obligations,  but  the 
accounts  of  others  were  not  ready  for  liquidation  and  no  provision  had  been 
made  for  the  discharge  of  any  commissioner.  There  had  been  default  in  the 
payment  of  interest  and  the  principal  of  £100,000  was  far  from  being  in  hand. 
A  full  week  passed  before  the  House  named  a  Committee  of  size  and  importance 
in  the  quality  of  its  members  to  devise  a  project  on  "what  may  be  proper  for 
the  Court  to  do  in  relation  to  the  Circumstances,  which  the  Province  may  lie 
under,  respecting  the  Bills  of  Publick  Credit  on  this  Province."^  Five  days 
later  —  on  June  14  —  the  Committee  reported  a  bill  "for  the  Relief  of  His 
Majesties  Subjects  of  this  Province,  by  enabling  them  the  more  Effectually 
to  pay  their  Publick  Dues  and  Taxes,  to  and  for  the  Support  and  Defence  of 
this  His  Majesties  Government."  This  was  a  measure  frankly  intended  to 
supply  a  currency.    The  bill  passed  its  three  readings,  went  up  to  the  Board

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and  there  remained  until  June  21,  when  the  House  in  its  impatience  sent  an 
unusually  large  Committee  —  nine  members  —  to  inquire  about  its  fate.  The 
bill  was  returned  to  the  House  and  a  special  Committee  reported  in  favor  of 
emitting  £50,000  in  bills,  a  part  of  which  would  be  supplied  from  those  in  the 
hands  of  the  Loan  Commissioners  and  in  the  treasury,  to  be  distributed  among 
the  towns  in  proportion  to  their  taxes  and  let  out  or  improved  as  the  towns 
should  think  best.^  That  merely  perpetuated  the  loan  idea  of  1716,  which  the 
Lords  Commissioners  opposed. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  detail  of  manner  of  payment,  etc.,  for  the 
proposed  act  was  admitted  to  be  due  to  the  "Distressed  Circumstances  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province  with  respect  to  the  Scarcity  of  Bills  of  Credit," 
and  in  no  respect  met  the  positive  instructions  of  the  Board  for  Trade  and 
Plantations.  The  Council  merely  gave  it  a  reading,  non-concurred  and  in- 
sisted on  carrying  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1716  into  effect,  which  would 
have  completely  satisfied  the  directions  received  from  London. ^  A  deadlock 
followed  and  the  Session  produced  no  measure  for  wiping  out  the  bills  of  1716 
or  for  making  a  new  issue.  The  House  defended  its  position  by  recalling  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  Council  given  in  1721,  that  ordinary  and  necessary 
charges  of  government  might  be  met  without  reference  to  the  restraint  laid  on 
bills  of  credit.^  The  reply  of  Dummer  was  conclusive  on  the  merits  of  the 
question,  and  offered  a  consent  to  a  separate  bill  on  recalling  the  loan  bills, 
very  properly  separating  the  question  of  provision  for  current  expenses  from 
that  of  fulfilling  the  pledge  of  the  act  of  1716,  and  the  proposal  for  extending 
the  loan  provisions  of  that  act.'*  Beyond  providing  for  suits  against  delinquent 
borrowers  under  the  loan  law  the  session  closed  without  further  attempt  to 
bridge  the  difference  in  opinion. 

When,  five  weeks  later,  the  General  Court  assembled,  the  death  of  George  I 
and  accession  of  George  II  to  the  throne  called  for  proclamations,  addresses 
and  celebrations  of  mourning  and  rejoicing,  postponing  for  a  few  days  the  re- 
sumption of  legislative  functions.  The  speech  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  con- 
tained but  one  financial  recommendation,  but  that  covered  a  tax  bill  for  current 
revenue  and  a  full  performance  of  the  loan  act  of  1716,  "that  the  Publick  Faith 
may  be  kept  inviolate."^  The  House  proceeded  with  deliberation,  and  five 
days  passed  before  it  introduced  a  bill  for  assessing  taxes  of  £3,278,  the  caption 
not  defining  the  purpose  or  application.®  Although  the  bill  went  to  the  Council 
on  the  same  day,  that  body  could  not  act  upon  so  inadequate  a  provision  either 
for  past  or  present  needs.  On  August  25  it  reminded  the  House  that  the  bills 
issued  in  1723  and  1724,  amounting  to  £30,000,  were  now  redeemable,  must  be 
discharged  by  a  tax,  "as  the  Honour  and  Faith  of  this  Government  is  strictly 
Engaged,  .  .  .  and  it  is  a  great  Reproach  to  any  Government  not  to  fulfil  and 
make  good  their  solemn  Promises  and  Engagements  which  in  this  Case  will

likewise  tend  to  the  utmost  Disparagement  of  the  Bills  of  Credit."^  If  the 
action  of  the  House  following  the  reading  of  this  message  is  to  be  considered 
a  reply,  its  indifference  to  the  position  of  the  Council  could  hardly  be  more 
clearly  disclosed.  The  House  notified  the  Lieutenant  Governor  that  it  had  no 
business  before  it  and  would  wish  to  rise.'^ 

Nevertheless  a  Committee  was  named  to  report  upon  a  tax,  and  August  28 
the  Committee  presented  a  paper  that  served  as  a  reply  to  the  recommenda- 
tion by  the  Board.  Asserting  the  complete  control  of  the  House  over  tax  meas- 
ures, it  also  denied  the  power  of  a  past  General  Court  to  hinder  or  prevent  the 
present  Court  from  acting  according  to  its  best  judgment  for  the  good  of  the 
Province.  With  such  premises,  and  considering  that  the  number  of  bills  in 
circulation  was  decreasing  while  trade  and  population  had  increased,  it  seemed 
logical  to  argue  against  calling  in  the  bills  for  destruction  —  a  final  discharge 
of  the  loan  involved  in  any  issue  and  a  great  shrinkage  in  the  number  and 
amount  of  bills  in  circulation.^  The  House  adopted  and  sent  up,  as  a  new  bill, 
that  calling  for  £3,278,  nor  would  it  listen  to  a  Committee  of  conference  on 
the  taxation  to  be  laid.  It  only  remained  for  the  Council  to  restate  at  length 
its  position,  which  was  done  August  30,  and  the  message,  reaching  the  House 
shortly  before  its  adjournment  to  October,  had  no  effect  whatever.  The  dif- 
ference was  too  pronounced  to  be  settled  by  means  which  tended  to  aggravate 
it.  Technically  the  Council  occupied  the  stronger  position;  practically  the 
House  had  control  of  the  situation,  and  the  popular  assembly  leaned  towards 
light  taxation  and  plenty  of  bills  of  credit. 

In  October  the  House  proposed  a  tax  of  £6,000  and  an  additional  tax  of 
£2,278,  the  latter  to  cover  what  had  been  paid  to  the  Representatives  in  1726, 
and  on  the  last  day  of  the  Session,  after  a  number  of  interchanges  between 
Board  and  House,  the  measure  became  a  law.  The  preamble  sought  to  make 
it  clear  that  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  1723  and  1724  were  met  and  satis- 
fied." 

The  greater  problem  of  complying  with  the  instructions  of  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners for  Trade  and  Plantations  had  not  been  approached  save  as  a  matter 
for  debate.  Yet  in  the  future  history  of  the  Province  those  orders  and  further 
efforts  by  the  colonial  authorities  in  London  to  restrict  the  resort  to  bills  of 
credit  played  an  important  part  in  educating  the  colonies  in  conducting  their 
own  affairs. 

The  annual  bill  granting  to  the  king  an  excise  on  wines  and  liquors  took  its 
regular  course  through  the  House  and  went  to  the  Board  on  June  14.  It  was 
returned  a  week  later  with  amendments  that  the  House  unanimously  rejected, 
and  a  Committee  prepared  a  new  bill  which  was  read  and  accepted  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence.^  Such  proceeding  appeared  to  the  Board  to  be  unusual  — 
to  vote  "Adherence  to  a  Bill  (amended  by  the  Board)  as  taken  into  a  new

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Draught"  —  and  they  desired  the  House  to  "pass  severally  on  the  Amend- 
ments upon  the  Excise  Bill."  In  reply  the  House  stated  that  the  granting  of 
an  excise  is  a  grant  of  money  and  therefore  is  "the  sole  Priviledge  of  the  People, 
and  of  right  belongs  to  the  House  of  Representatives  only."  Hence  they  re- 
jected the  amendments  of  the  Board  and  voted  a  new  bill.^  Such  reasoning 
did  not  convince  the  Board  who  asserted  a  right  to  amend  an  excise  bill,  as 
they  had  frequently  done  in  the  past  without  meeting  opposition,  and  again 
desired  the  House  to  proceed  "according  to  the  constant  usage  and  practice 
of  the  General  Assembly."  There  the  question  rested  for  some  days,  each 
body  insisting  upon  its  position,  the  Board  making  amendments  and  the  House 
preparing  new  bills,  until  the  last  day  of  the  session,  when  agreement  was  had.^ 
The  House  also  showed  a  jealousy  when  the  Board  proposed  a  joint  Committee 
to  consider  the  expiring  or  expired  acts,  deeming  it  "best  that  each  House 
should  separately  project  what  Acts  they  may  judge  proper  to  be  made." ' 

Trade  and  manufactures  received  attention.  Evil  practices  had  injured  the 
trade  in  naval  stores  and  merchantable  fish.  Nothing  was  accomplished  as  to 
naval  stores,  but  the  matter  of  fish,  so  important  a  factor  in  the  foreign  com- 
merce of  the  Province,  produced  a  new  law  —  the  third  since  1718.*  The 
elaborate  preamble  stated  in  full  the  reasons  for  the  act,  and  was  probably  in- 
tended to  impress  the  home  authorities,  who  had  disallowed  the  act  of  1718.^ 
In  a  petition  a  Boston  merchant  stated  that  he  was  prepared  to  submit  a  speci- 
men of  sailcloth  or  duck  with  a  proposal  of  a  government  allowance  for  his  en- 
couragement. By  an  act  of  November,  171 5,  a  premium  had  been  offered  for 
raising  hemp,  but  the  law  had  expired  in  1725,  and  no  surveyor  of  hemp  was 
in  office,  whereby  many  raisers  of  hemp  had  been  disappointed  of  their  ex- 
pected reward.  The  House  proposed  to  permit  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province 
to  pay  the  bounty  on  the  report  of  a  surveyor,  notwithstanding  the  expiration 
of  the  old  law,  and  also  drafted  a  measure  giving  to  the  petitioning  merchant 
of  Boston  a  bounty  for  twelve  years  on  the  duck  or  canvas  he  should  make. 
An  act  of  1722,  granting  premiums  on  both  linen  and  canvas  had  expired,  and 
the  General  Court  passed  a  new  act  applying  only  to  canvas,  granting  one-half 
the  bounty  given  in  1722.^  Under  the  head  of  industry  may  also  be  mentioned 
the  somewhat  unusual  petition  of  Boston  bakers,  complaining  of  the  difficulties 
in  conducting  their  trade  by  reason  of  the  small  allowance  granted  by  the 
Selectmen  of  the  town.  A  Committee  was  appointed  but  appears  to  have  made 
no  report.'  In  July,  1720,  the  Court,  with  a  reference  to  "covetous  and  evil- 
disposed  persons,"  meaning  the  bakers,  had  framed  an  elaborate  assize  of 
bread,  but  gave  power  to  the  Selectmen  to  fix  monthly,  or  oftener,  the  assize 
and  weight  of  all  sorts  of  bread  exposed  for  sale.'  Evidently  the  bakers  did  not 
prove  their  case,  and  in  the  conflict  of  interests  the  public  gained.

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On  June  2,  1726,  the  House  gave  a  first  reading  to  a  bill  for  "enlarging  the 
pay"  of  the  members  of  the  General  Court,  and  a  second  and  third  reading  on 
the  following  day,  expediting  its  passage  more  than  was  usual.  The  Council 
took  until  the  fifteenth  to  consider  it,  and,  returning  it  to  the  House,  expressed 
their  readiness  to  concur  in  a  measure,  provided  it  observed  the  same  propor- 
tion of  pay  for  Councillors  and  Representatives  as  was  in  the  first  establish- 
ment —  five  shillings  a  day  for  Councillors  and  three  shillings  for  Representa- 
tives.^ The  existing  or  first  establishment  had  been  made  in  1692,  and  under 
it  the  pay  of  a  Representative  was  a  charge  upon  his  town.  By  a  separate  act 
of  the  same  year  the  Representatives  freely  granted  to  each  Councillor  an 
allowance  of  five  shillings,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury.'^  That  the 
allowance  had  in  time  become  insufficient  was  not  denied;  the  question  turned 
upon  the  respective  sums  given  to  each  body  and  the  manner  of  paying.  Towns 
pleaded  their  poverty,  or  a  failure  of  crops,  or  a  visitation  of  Indians  or  disease, 
to  escape  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  representative.  That  worked  disadvan- 
tageously  at  times,  both  to  the  town  and  the  House,  depriving  the  latter  of  in- 
formation on  a  subject  touching  the  interest  of  an  unrepresented  town.  The 
number  of  Representatives,  also  fixed  in  1692,  was  to  be  revised  as  well  as  their 
allowance. 

The  House  prepared  a  new  bill  reapportioning  representation  and  naming 

eight  shillings  for  Councillors  and  six  for  Representatives,  the  latter  to  be 

added  to  the  next  Province  tax  on  the  town,  each  town  being  taxed  only  for  its 

own  member.     The  Council  raised  their  own  pay  to  ten  shillings,  which  the 

House  rejected  but  later  offered  nine  shillings.'    Even  that  concession  did  not 

win  the  concurrence  of  the  Council,  and  the  month  of  December  had  almost 

passed  before  the  House,  for  a  third  time,  prepared  a  bill,  giving  to  it  the  same 

expedition  as  the  first  —  three  readings  on  two  successive  days."*    The  Council, 

with  the  second  bill  before  them  and  before  the  House  had  reached  a  second 

reading,  declared  they  could  not  accept  it,  as  it  altered  a  provision  already 

agreed  upon  by  both  bodies.^    On  December  28  the  new  House  bill  went  to 

the  Council  and  was  at  once  accepted.    The  Council  had  won  on  the  allowances, 

the  towns  were  each  to  be  taxed  for  its  representative,  and  towns  containing 

less  than  sixty  families  need  not  send  a  representative.    The  act  was  to  be  in 

force  only  for  three  years.®    The  limit  of  time  thus  fixed  indicated  a  compromise 

and  a  temporary  measure.    In  the  following  General  Court,  at  the  instance  of 

many  members  of  the  House,  it  was  proposed  to  assess  the  several  towns  for 

the  allowances  to  Councillors  and  Representatives  "in  proportion  to  their  other 

Province  Tax,"  distributing  the  charge  generally.    A  bill  to  that  effect  passed 

two  readings  but  was  thrown  out  on  the  question  of  passage.'

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The  dignity  of  the  House  differed  little  from  the  dignity  of  the  Province,  and 
resented  criticism  when  it  involved  details  or  intention  of  administration.  John 
Menzies  had  been  returned  the  member  for  Leicester  in  the  General  Court  for 
1720,  had  been  disqualified  as  not  a  resident  of  the  town,  was  at  once  returned 
and  rejected  a  second  time.  Again  chosen  by  the  town  in  1721,  he  proved 
eligible,  but  was  deprived  of  his  seat  in  1725  for  the  same  reason  that  had 
prejudiced  him  five  years  earlier —  his  nonresidency.  Yet  in  1726  he  is  found 
representing  the  town,  no  objection  being  made,  and  was  given  leave  of  absence. 
He  was  also  Judge  of  the  Vice-Admiralty,  and  in  that  capacity  had  written  to 
the  Lords  Commissioners  for  the  Admiralty,  his  superiors  in  London,  a  memorial 
complaining  of  the  frequent  prohibitions  granted  by  Provincial  Judges  "to  stay 
and  put  a  final  stop  to  the  Proceedings  in  His  Court,  which  absolutely  defeats 
the  Ends  for  which  the  Crown  Reserved  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Ad- 
miralty to  itself;"  adding  that  it  was  "a  Thing  impossible  to  get  a  jury  in  the 
Country  that  will  do  the  King  Justice  upon  these  Tryals."  Agent  Dummer 
transmitted  to  the  House  the  above  extracts,  which  summoned  Menzies  to 
appear.  When  admitted  he  acknowledged  writing  the  memorial,  and  a  few 
days  later  submitted  a  copy  with  his  defence.  The  Council,  equally  indignant, 
joined  with  the  House  in  a  vindication  from  the  "unjust  Reflections"  of  the 
Judge,  to  be  sent  to  Dummer.^  As  a  member  of  the  House  Menzies  could  be 
disciplined  by  that  body,  wholly  apart  from  what  action  might  be  had  on  his 
memorial  as  Judge  of  the  Vice-Admiralty.  This  the  House  proceeded  to  do  in 
no  measured  terms,  expelling  him  as  obnoxious  to  the  House  and  not  accounted 
as  worthy  to  continue  a  member  thereof  for  the  future.  The  Judge  asked  to 
have  his  Answer  printed  in  the  Journals,  which  was  ordered  to  be  done.'^ 

The  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal  was  ordered  —  one  for  each 
member  and  one  for  the  town  he  represented  —  and  allowance  made  to  John 
Wainwright,  Clerk  of  the  House,  for  preparing  the  votes  for  the  press.'  In 
1726  four  hundred  and  twelve  copies  of  the  election  sermon  by  Rev.  Peter 
Thacher  were  printed,  and  in  1727  four  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  that  of 
Rev.  Joseph  Baxter.*  The  former  preached  on  "Wise  &  Good  Civil  Rulers, 
To  be  duely  Acknowledged  By  God's  People  as  a  great  Favour,"  and  the  latter 
on  "The  Duty  of  a  People  to  Pray  to,  and  Bless  God  for  their  Rulers:  who  are 
To  Promote  Peace  and  Godliness,  and  Honesty  among  them."  The  impression 
of  the  Laws,  completed  by  Benjamin  Eliot,  called  for  three  hundred  and  forty 
copies  for  the  General  Court.  Whether  this  covered  the  entire  edition  cannot 
be  determined.

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary 
Willard,  viz.  Mr,  Speaker,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  expects  the 
attendance  of  this  Honourable  House  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a 
SPEECH  to  the  Court,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  Mr. 
Speaker  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Honour's  SPEECH  is  as  follows. 
Gentlemen, 

THE  Ratification  of  the  late  Treaty  with  the  Indians,  having  been  delayed 
by  the  Severity  and  Length  of  the  last  Winter,  which  obstructed  the  usual 
Correspondence  between  the  Penobscut  Tribe  and  those  of  Kennebeck,  who  are 
generally  removed  to  St.  Francois  and  other  -parts  of  the  River  of  St.  Laurence, 
and  therefore  have  not  had  so  early  Intelligence  of  the  Conclusion  of  the  Treaty  as 
was  Expected;  I  have  appointed  the  Twentieth  of  the  next  Month  for  that  Affair, 
which  will  require  my  Presence  in  the  Eastern  Parts  of  this  Government,  as  well 
as  the  attendance  of  several  of  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly.  It  will  there- 
fore be  for  the  Publick  Service  that  the  necessary  Business  of  the  Session  have  an 
early  Dispatch,  especially  that  there  be  no  delay  in  your  proceedings  upon  the  Acts 
for  setling  the  Revenue  for  this  Year. 

There  is  one  thing  however,  which  I  take  to  be  of  great  Moment  to  the  Prosperity 
and  Reputation  of  the  People  as  well  as  the  Honour  of  the  Government;  That  I 
cannot  omit  [  7  ]  pointing  to  you  {it  being  the  proper  care  of  the  Legislature)  and 
that  is  a  better  Regulation  of  some  of  the  most  Notable  Branches  of  our  Trade,  viz. 
Naval  Stores  and  Merchantable  Fish;  Frequent  Complaints  being  made  of 
Notorious  Abuses  therein;  and  I  shall  with  great  Satisfaction  come  into  all  proper 
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Measures  which  you  shall  offer  for  Restoring  and  Advancing  the  Credit  of  those 
Valuable  Staples  at  the  Markets,  the  Benefit  whereof  will  soon  be  felt  in  a  Flourish- 
ing State  of  our  Commerce:  And  in  all  other  your  Determinations  wherein  His 
Majesties  Service  and  the  Good  of  the  Province  may  be  Promoted,  I  shall  Cheer- 
fully Concur  while  I  am  continued  in  the  Honour,  of  Serving  His  Majesty  in  my 
Present  Station.

Voted,  That  Capt.  Wadsworth,  Capt.  Chambers,  Capt.  Freeman,  Mr.  Foster 
and  Capt.  Trivet,  be  a  Committee  to  take  into  Consideration  that  part  of  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governours  Speech  to  the  Court  in  their  Present  Session, 
which  Relates  to  Naval  Stores,  and  Merchantable  Fish;  and  prepare  some 
proper  Vote  or  Order  for  Redressing  the  Mischiefs  therein  mentioned.

Governour, 
and  Acquaint  him  that  a  Quorum  of  the  House  are  now  met,  and  ready 
to  enter  upon  the  Business  of  the  Session;  who  returned  that  they  had  delivered 
the  Message. 

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieut.  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 
Mr.  Speaker,  His  Honour   the   Lieut.   Governour,  directs   this  Honourable 
House  to  attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a 
SPEECH  to  the  Court,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  Mr. 
Speaker  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Honour's  SPEECH  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen, 

HAving  lately  received  from  the  Eastern  Indians  the  Ratification  of  their 
Submission  to  His  most  Sacred  Majesty,  by  which  the  Peace  is  Confirmed, 
and  having  great  Reason  to  hope  that  by  the  Divine  Blessing  it  will  be  a  lasting  one, 
if  we  steadily  pursue  the  Measures  already  entered  into,  which  in  some  [  2  ]  Articles 
will  require  the  help  of  the  Legislature,  I  thought  it  proper  to  loose  no  Time  in 
meeting  of  you  for  that  end;  and  among  other  things  which  are  obvious  enough,  I 
think  my  self  obliged  in  a  special  manner  to  recommend  to  you  that  effectual  Care 
be  now  taken  to  guard  the  Trade  with  them  as  much  as  possible  against  Corruption, 
as  also  to  establish  an  equal  and  speedy  Determination  of  all  Causes  and  Contro- 
versies whatsoever  that  are  or  shall  arise  between  the  EngHsh  and  Indians,  which 
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has  been  solemnly  promised  them,  and  if  it  shall  be  punctually  performed,  will 
have  a  great  tendency  to  the  perpetuating  of  this  Peace.  I  shall  propose  no  other 
Affairs  for  your  Consideration  at  this  Meeting,  the  Fall  Session  being  so  nigh.

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Honour  the  Lieut.  Governour  directs  this  Honourable  House 
to  Attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a 
Speech  to  the  Court  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  with  the 
House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Honours  S  P  E  E  C  H  is  as  follows, 

Gentlemen, 

Since  our  last  Meeting  I  have  had  the  Honour  of  a  Letter  from  his  Grace  the 
Duke  of  New-Castle,  wherein  I  am  directed  by  the  first  Opportunity  to 
acquaint  you  that  the  Account  his  Grace  received  from  me  of  your  Acceptance  of 
the  Explanatory  Charter,  and  the  dutiful  expressions  t^  assurances  in  your 
Address  to  His  Majesty  (delivered  to  Him  at  the  same  time  by  the  Agent)  was  to 
the  Satisfaction  ^  Acceptance  of  the  KIN  G,  and  would  Undoubtedly  engage  His 
Majesty  to  do  everything  on  His  Part  for  Your  ease  and  benefit.  The  Letter  I  shall 
lay  before  you  for  your  further  Satisfaction^  wherein  you'l  find  that  His  Majesty 
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is  also  graciously  pleased  to  Approve  of  the  Measures  taken  in  the  late  Peace  made 
with  the  Indians,  and  zvith  my  other  endeavours  for  His  Majesty'' s  Service,  and  the 
good  of  the  Province.  And  I  doubt  not  but  we  shall  all  of  us  with  united  Hearts 
Manifest  upon  every  Occasion  the  just  sense  we  have  of  His  Majesty'' s  great  Goodness 
and  Clemency. 

There  is  one  thing  that  has  been  frequently  mentioned  from  the  Chair,  which  I 
find  necessary  to  repeat  to  you  respecting  the  Prisons  of  the  Province,  more  especially 
that  in  this  Town,  [  2  ]  from  whence  Escapes  have  been  so  frequently  made,  by 
which  Justice  has  been  defeated  and  the  wicked  Practices  of  Offenders  Encouraged, 
to  the  detriment  of  the  Publick,  and  the  Reproach  of  the  Government,  which  demands 
a  speedy  Remedy,  both  with  respect  to  the  Streyigth  and  Regulation  of  that  Prison. 

It's  near  a  Month  since  I  received  an  Account  of  a  House  at  Kenebunk  that 
was  riffled,  and  Two  Women  and  Two  Children  carryed  away  from  it,  but  we 
have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  find  by  whom  the  Filla7iy  was  Committed,  tho'  proper 
endeavours  have  been  and  are  still  using  to  that  end.  In  the  mean  time  I  have 
assurances  from  the  Sachem  of  Penobscut  that  He,  being  resolved  to  keep  the  Peace, 
has  sent  out  divers  Parties  of  his  Men,  either  to  perswade  or  force  from  our  Frontiers 
any  ill-minded  Indians  which  they  shall  get  the  knowledge  of;  and  I  have  also 
assurances  of  the  faithful  13  friendly  dispositions  of  the  Norrigawacks,  and  other 
Tribes  who  come  daily  to  Trade  at  Richmond  Fort. 

I  can't  omit  any  longer  mentioning  to  you  the  necessity  there  seems  to  be  of  an 
Act  to  be  Calculated  for  the  Equal  t3  Speedy  distribution  of  Justice  in  all  Causes, 
wherein  the  Eastern  Indians  may  be  concern'd  (the  present  Course  of  the  Law 
being  not  so  zvell  adopted  to  their  Circumstances)  which  may  be  a  Means  of  Main- 
taining and  Perpetuating  the  Peace. 

I  need  not  move  you  to  make  all  Conveyiient  dispatch,  with  these  and  all  other 
Matters  that  may  come  under  your  Consideration.

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Government;  The  present  State  of  the  Treasury;  and  an  Accompt  of  the  State 
of  the  Indian  Trade,  from  the  28th  of  May  last  to  this  Day:  All  which  he  laid 
on  the  Table;  and  also  acquainted  Mr.  Speaker  that  he  had  a  considerable 
Number  of  torn  and  defaced  Bills  by  him,  unfit  for  further  service,  and  praying 
a  Committee  might  be  appointed  to  examine  the  same,  and  burn  them  to  Ashes, 
and  then  he  withdrew.

GENTLEMEN, 

I  Think  it  proper  to  acquaint  You  that  by  an  Omission  not  intended,  my  Orders 
for  Dismissing  the  Soldiers  at  the  Block-House  above  Northfield,  were  not 
sent  till  the  Notice  we  had  from  some  Nerridgawock  Indians,  then  in  the  Eastern 
Country,  and  also  from  the  Commissioners  at  Albany,  that  some  Fellows  of  the 
Canada  Tribes  in  several  Parties  were  by  the  Governour  of  Canada's  Commands 
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spirited  out  for  Mischief  on  our  Frontiers;  and  then  I  Chose  to  take  Advice  of  His 
Majesty's  Council  upon  it,  who  advised  to  the  Continuance  of  those  Soldiers  till 
the  Sitting  of  the  Court.  And  I  must  acquaint  you.  That  I  can't  but  be  of  Opinion 
it  will  be  too  soon,  and  very  inconvenient  to  Dismiss  that  Garrison,  being  the  only 
one  in  the  Western  Frontiers,  till  the  Peace  shall  have  a  general  and  effectual  Oper- 
ation.

Ordered,  That  a  Message  be  sent  down  to  the  Honourable 
House  of  Representatives,  to  Inform  them.  That  in  the  Recess  of  the  Court, 
His  Honour  the  Lieut.  Governour  received  from  His  Excellency  William  Burnett, 
Esq;  Governour  of  New-York,  a  Copy  of  a  Memorial  presented  to  him  by  divers 
Inhabitants  of  the  said  Province,  complaining  of  Settlements  made  on  some 
Land  of  which  they  Claim  the  Property,  by  some  Persons  belonging  to  this 
Province,  with  a  Proposal  (which  he  makes)  "That  no  Innovations  be  made 
on  the  Boundaries  of  the  Provinces  till  they  be  Setled  either  by  Agreement 
or  by  Order  from  Home".  And  that  His  Honour  had  by  Advice  of  the  Board, 
acquainted  Governour  Burnet,  That  upon  Meeting  of  the  General  Assembly 
he  would  lay  the  said  Memorial  &  Proposal  before  them.  And  that  His  Honour 
having  received  an  Account  from  Governour  Burnett  of  the  Ransom  of  one 
Chamberlain  (a  Soldier  taken  in  the  Service  of  this  Province)  which  was  paid 
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by  some  Gentlemen  of  the  Province  of  New-York,  and  which  he  desired  might 
be  Repaid  them.  An  Answer  to  the  said  Letter  (which  is  now  sent  down)  was

the  Petitioner  remained  till  August  last,  when  being  at  Mount  Royal  he  inter- 
ceded with  Mr.  Philip  Levingston  and  others  of  Albany,  then  at  Mount  Royal, 
to  buy  him  of  the  Indians,  which  they  accordingly  did,  and  paid  the  Sum  of 
Thirty  six  Pounds  in  York  Money  to  the  Indians  for  his  Ransom,  and  brought 
him  with  them  to  Albany,  where  he  now  remains  as  Security  for  the  Money: 
That  he  has  a  Wife  and  a  Number  of  Small  Children,  and  nothing  to  Support 
them,  nor  wherewithal  to  reimburse  the  Gentlemen  that  paid  the  purchase  of 
his  Ransom;  praying,  That  as  he  was  Captivated  while  in  the  Service  of  the 
Province,  the  Court  would  of  their  wonted  Goodness  &  Compassion  Repay  the 
Ransom  Money,  and  make  him  some  Allowance  out  of  the  Publick  Treasury, 
for  the  present  Support  of  himself  and  Poor  Necessitous  Wife  &  Children,  and 
also  make  him  a  Grant  of  a  small  Tract  of  Land  on  the  East  side  of  the  River 
near  the  Block-House  above  Northfield,  that  so  he  may  be  enabled  to  get  some- 
thing for  the  Support  of  himself  and  Family,  and  Recompence  him  for  the 
Losses  sustained  in  his  Captivity,  for  the  Reasons  mentioned. 
Read  &  Committed  to  the  Committee  for  Petitions. 
Then  the  House  Adjourned  till  Monday  next  Three  a  Clock  Afternoon.

A  Petition  of  Mary  Trill  of  Westfield,  shewing,  That  she  had  the  Misfortune 
to  have  a  base  born  Child  by  one  John  Pell  of  Westfield,  that  she  was  constant 
in  Charging  him  with  being  the  Father  of  the  Child  at  the  time  of  her  Examina- 
tion before  the  Justice,  at  the  Birth  of  the  Child,  and  also  on  Oath  before  the 
Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace;  but  some  ill  minded  Persons  wrongly 
informed  the  Court  of  her  Character,  and  endeavoured  to  destroy  her  Credit;

Mr.  Lewis  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  under  Consideration  the 
Affair  of  Mr.  Menzies,  a  Member  of  the  House,  Reported  thereon,  viz. 
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In  Obedience  to  the  Order  of  the  House  of  the  i^d  Currant,  The  Committee  to 
whom  was  referred  the  Affair  of  Mr.  Menzies  a  Member  of  the  House,  have 
taken  into  serious  Consideration  the  Paragraphs  in  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Agent 
Dummer,  Dated,  Middle-Temple,  Sept.  10,  1726.  whereby  the  whole  Court,  as 
well  as  the  House  of  Representatives  are  informed.  That  Mr.  Menzies  had 
transmitted  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral,  a  very  Angry  Memorial,  Complaining,  l^c.  And  goes  on  in  these 
words,  —  He  adds,  That  it  is  a  Thing  impossible  to  get  a  Jury  in  the  Country, 
that  will  do  the  KING  Justice  upon  these  Tryals  — .  Which  Expressions 
carry  in  them  a  very  Unjust  &  Scandalous  Reflection  upon  the  whole  Province; 
and  tend  to  bring  His  Majesty's  true  &  faithful  Subjects,  the  Inhabitants  thereof, 
into  Dishonour  and  Reproach. 

The  Committee  have  observed.  That  the  Honourable  House  esteeming  it 
their  Duty  to  wipe  off  such  injurious  Aspersions  cast  on  the  People  whom  they 
Represent,  have  made  some  Inquiry  into  the  Offence,  as  committed  by  one  of 
their  own  Members,  and  directed  the  said  Mr.  Menzies  to  make  Answer  thereto; 
who  then  refused  to  make  any  Answer,  excusing  his  Neglect,  pretending  he  had 
Copys  of  all  his  Letters,  l^c.  and  he  had  not  Examined  them;  but  desired  a 
Day  might  be  assigned  him  to  make  Answer,  wherein  the  House  indulged  him, 
directing  him  in  special  to  make  Answer  to  the  afore-recited  Paragraph  about 
Juries:  And  when  he  presented  his  Answers  (as  he  calls  them)  to  Mr.  Speaker 
in  the  House;  wherein  he  stiles  himself  Judge  of  the  Vice- Admiralty  within  the 
Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  altho'  he  must  certainly  know,  and  well 
remember  that  Mr.  Speaker  at  the  special  Instance  of  the  House,  acquainted 
him,  That  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  him  under  That  Qualification,  but  only 
as  a  Member  of  the  House;  He  therein  unfairly  insinuates  among  other  things, 
as  if  the  House  would  have  obliged  him  to  produce  a  Copy  of  his  Letter  to  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  and  thereby  make  themselves  knowing  of  the  Affairs 
he  transmits  to  that  Honourable  Board;  whereas  the  House  of  their  Indulgence 
only  allowed  him  the  Liberty  of  producing  the  Copy  of  a  Memorial  which  he 
acquainted  them  he  had  wrote  to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  respecting  the 
Paragraphs  contained  in  Mr.  Agent  Dummer^s  Letter,  with  a  View  that  he 
might  thereby  have  an  Opportunity,  if  he  pleased,  to  Clear  himself  from  those 
Reflections.

—  The  other  in  these  words,  —  Neither 
will  the  Officers  of  the  Customs  adventure  to  make  Siezures,  if  they  be  obliged  to 
pursue  to  get  Condemnation  at  Common  Law;  where  they  are  sure  to  be  Cast  by 
the  Juries.,  and  Condemned  in  Costs  and  Damages.  —  Which  Citation  Mr.  At- 
torney says,  is  what  is  represented  by  Mr.  Menzies;  and  so  confirms  the  Matter, 
that  he  had  Wrote  to  that  purpose.  [  64  ] 

Upon  the  whole,  The  Committee  having  maturely  Considered  what  was  Ob- 
jected to  Mr.  Menzies  (as  a  Member  of  the  House  only)  with  what  was  Cited

Acts  of  Trade,  the  keeping  of  which  so  sensibly  concerns  the  Commerce  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  Interest  of  Open  fair  Traders,  he  conceived  that  was  his  Duty 
to  represent  the  same  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Admiralty,  and  complained 
thereof,  and  in  special,  that  he  did  Write  complaining  of  the  Two  Prohibitions 
mentioned  in  Mr.  Agent  Dummers  Letter;  Namely,  One  with  respect  to  the 
Snow  Esther  of  Jersey,  and  the  other  with  respect  to  a  Sloop  Mary  Anne  from 
Ireland;  and  must  say  that  I  do  not  yet  observe  any  Law  that  divests  the  Lord 
High  Admiral,  and  Judge  of  Vice- Admiralty  of  having  the  proper  Cognizance 
in  these  Cases. 
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Thirdly,  I  declare  I  never  transmitted  any  Memorial  to  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners aforesaid,  but  what  I  conceived  to  be  my  Duty  answerable  to  the  Trust 
reposed  in  me  for  support  of  His  Majesty's  Right,  and  the  Regulation  of  Trade 
according  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament  made  for  preventing  of  Abuses  and  Frauds 
therein.

GENTLEMEN, 

SINCE  the  Sitting  of  the  last  Assembly,  I  have  received  Letters  by  Direction

in  such  manner  as  in  the  said  Act  is  hereafter  express'd,  Be  any  longer  continued; 
do  expect  that  I  take  the  necessary  care  that  the  said  Bills  Circulating  in  this  Gov- 
ernment, by  Virtue  of  the  said  Act,  be  called  in  and  destroyed  in  May  next,  as  that 
Act  does  then  expire,  and  that  for  the  future,  I  do  not  pass  any  Act  for  Creating  a 
Paper  Currency,  without  His  Majesties  express  Leave  for  that  purpose. 

I  have  the  Satisfaction  to  be  able  to  acquaint  you  that  the  Peace  with  the  Indians, 
seems  every  Day  more  established  by  the  Steady,  Just  and  Honourable  Proceedings 
of  this  Government,  and  I  cannot  neglect  this  Occasion  of  Moving  it  to  you  once 
more,  that  some  proper  Provision  be  speedily  made  for  the  Encouragement  of  suit- 
able Persons  to  undertake  the  Instruction  of  the  Eastern  Indians,  especially  their 
Youth  in  Religion,  and  good  Manners,  It  being  an  indispensible  Duty  of  this 
Government,  and  one  of  the  Principal  Ends  in  the  planting  of  this  Country:  And  if 
these  good  and  necessary  Aleasures,  be  carefully  pursued,  I  doubt  not  but  by  the 
Blessing  of  GOD,  we  shall  long  enjoy  the  happy  Fruits  of  a  well  Established  Peace. 

You  will  make  what  Dispatch  is  proper  in  these  and  the  other  Publick  Affairs 
which  may  come  under  your  Consideration,  after  which  I  shall  Prorogue  the  Gen- 
eral Court  to  a  short  Day,  Pursuant  to  a  Letter  I  have  from  His  Excellency  the 
Governour,  desiring  that  the  Court  may  be  Prorogued  from  Month  to  Month,  until 
his  Arrival.

Impowred  to  Survey  the  Lands  Ten  Miles  in  Weadth  Northward  of  a  streight 
Line  from  Berwick  Northeast  Corner,  to  Falmouth  North  Corner,  and  after  a 
Knowledge  of  the  Nature  and  Circumstances  thereof,  do  lay  the  same  out 
home  to  N ewichawanick-River  above  Berwick,  into  as  many  Townships  of 
the  Contents  of  Six  Miles  Square,  as  the  Land  will  allow,  none  to  be  more  than 
Five  Miles  East  &  West,  and  to  admit  into  each  Township  Sixty  Families  of 
the  Petitioners  to  whom  preference  may  be  given,  and  as  near  unto  the  Place

Breaking  up,  &  Fencing  in  at  least 
Five  Acres  of  their  House  or  Home-Lots,  within  the  space  of  Five  Years,  the 
said  Lots  only  to  be  laid  out  by  the  said  Committee,  who  shall  also  lay  out  a 
Ministers  Lot,  another  for  the  Ministry,  and  one  for  a  School  in  each  Town, 
and  determine  the  Place  for  Erecting  an  House  for  the  Publick  Worship  of 
GOD;  and  each  Setler  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  the  Sum  of 
Five  Pounds  to  defrey  the  necessary  Charges  in  Surveying  and  laying  out  the 
said  Lots  &c.  the  Overplus  if  any  there  be  to  be  returned  to  the  Town,  to  be 
Applied  to  what  publick  Use  the  Inhabitants  shall  see  Cause.  And  in  Case 
any  of  the  Grantees  shall  notwithstanding  fail  in  their  Duty,  and  not  perform 
[  35  ]  the  Conditions  of  their  Grants  and  thereby  Forfeit  them,  that  the  Com- 
mittee shall  apply  to  this  Court  for  their  further  Direction  before  they  proceed 
to  New  grant  such  forfeited  Lots.

Six  Months  at  least  before  the  Time 
of  their  Meeting,  when  and  where  they  intend  to  meet,  that  so  every  Officer 
and  Soldier  that  Served  in  the  said  War,  or  their  Lawful  Representative  of  such 
as  served  and  are  since  Deceased,  may  have  an  Opportunity  of  inlisting  their 
Names  with  the  said  Committee,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  take  a  List  ac- 
cordingly, and  when  and  so  soon  as  the  said  Committee  has  received  a  Com- 
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pleat  List  of  the  Names  of  such  Persons  as  have  served  as  aforesaid,  or  their 
legal  Representatives,  which  they  are  Enjoyned  to  do  with  all  convenient  speed;

River,  in  order  to  their  Confirming  and  Ratifying  the  late  Treaty.  Read. 

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour,  by  Mr.  Secretary,  in 
the  Words  following,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

I  Have  Determined  {with  the  Advice  of  His  Majesties  Council  of  this  Province) 
to  meet  the  Indians  of  Kennebeck,  Woweenock  and  Arresaguntacook  {who 
are  come  to  Treat  with  me)  either  at  Falmouth  or  some  where  in  Kennebeck  River, 
with  a  Quorum  of  the  Council;  It  will  therefore  be  very  acceptable  to  me,  if  some  of 
your  House  will  likewise  attend  at  that  Meeting,  in  the  mean  time,  I  desire  that 
proper  Provision  may  be  made  for  it,  as  also  for  the  present  Subsistence  of  the  Indians 
at  Richmond,  which  last  should  be  done  with  dispatch.

Daniel  Severans,  and  take  his  Recognizance  (with  sufficient  Sureties)  in  the  Sum 
of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  at  least  for  his  Appearance  before  the  next  Court  of 
Assize  and  General  Goal  Delivery  to  be  holden  at  Springfield  for  the  said  County 
of  Hampshire,  to  answer  to  said  Charge,  and  that  he  be  of  good  Behaviour  in 
the  mean  time,  more  especially  towards  the  Indians,  and  in  case  he  refuse  or 
neglect  to  give  Security  accordingly,  or  that  it  appear  to  the  said  Justices  upon 
Examination,  that  there  is  any  Danger  of  his  executing  his  wicked  Designs  or 
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Threatnings,  that  then  they  commit  him  to  the  Goal  of  the  said  County  without 
Bail  or  Main  prize.  And  whereas  Information  has  been  given  against  Benjamin 
Wright  Junr.  for  Abuses  done  the  Indians  in  Trade,  Ordered,  That  the  said 
Justices  convent  said  Benjamin  Wright  before  them,  and  take  his  Recognizance 
in  a  sufficient  Sum  with  Sureties  for  his  Appearance  at  the  said  Court  to  Answer 
to  the  said  Charge,  and  bind  over  the  several  Witnesses  to  the  Matters  aforesaid, 
that  they  may  be  had  to  appear  at  the  said  Court.

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

THE  Council's  Opinion  of  the  Kings  Instructions  {referred  to  in  your  Message 
sent  me  this  Morning)  admits  only  of  Grants  to  the  Governour  and  other 
Persons  and  Officers  of  the  Government,  as  far  as  such  Grants  are  a  part  of  the 
Necessary  Charge  of  the  Government  of  the  Province;  with  which  Opinion  I  also 
agree,  and  pursuant  to  the  same  have  now  passed  my  Consent  to  an  Emission  of 
1.16000  for  those  Uses;  but  there  can  be  no  such  Construction  of  His  Majesties 
Orders,  or  of  the  Opinion  of  the  Council  thereon,  as  will  support  the  Governour  in 
giving  his  Consent  to  any  Emission  of  Bills  of  Credit  on  the  Province  to  be  let  out 
{or  the  Use  of  the  Inhabitants;  besides  such  an  Emission  is  also  directly  Opposite 
to  the  Instructions  I  have  received  from  the  Lords  of  Trade  which  I  lately  Communi- 
cated to  you. 

I  entirely  agree  with  the  House,  "That  it  cannot  be  thought  that  His  Majesty 
"has  any  Design  by  any  Instruction  to  his  Governours  to  do  any  thing  that 
"may  tend  to  the  Prejudice  of  his  good  Subjects,  or  indeed  to  curtail  or  deprive 
"them  of  any  of  the  Priviledges  they  enjoy  by  the  R  o  y  a  l  C  h  a  r  t  e  r  "  : 
His  Majesties  great  Tenderness  for  the  Liberties  of  all  His  People  throughout  His 
whole  Administration  giving  the  fullest  Evidence  to  the  contrary;  and  if  the  Royal 
Charter  be  Consulted  in  the  Article  relating  to  the  raising  of  Money  on  the  In- 
habitants of  the  Province,  it  will  be  found  that  His  Majesties  said  Instruction  does 
not  abridge  the  Powers  therein  granted.

7.50,000  on  Loan  provides  for  the  bringing  in  the  /.  100,000  pursuant  to  the  Act 
for  Emitting  the  same,  /  think  it  proper  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  could  readily 
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Consent  to  that  part  of  the  Bill  seperate  from  a  new  Emission  of  Bills  of  Credit 
upon  Loan. 

Gentlemen, 

No  Man  can  have  more  at  heart  the  Interest  and  Prosperity  of  the  Country  than 
I  have,  which  I  have  ever  pursued  to  the  utmost  of  my  Skill  y  Power;  and  if  it 
he  desired,  my  utmost  Endeavours  shall  not  he  wanting  to  obtain  His  Majesties 
Approbation  of  the  Bill  referred  to  in  your  Message.

Gentlemen, 

I  Think  proper  to  acquaint  you  that  during  the  Adjournment  of  this  Court,  It 
has  Pleased  GOD  to  Prosper  the  Endeavours  used  for  a  more  General  Ratifi- 
cation of  the  late  Treaty  of  Submission  and  Pacification  with  the  Indians,  even 
those  living  at  St.  Francois  on  Canada  River,  having  affirmed  the  same  with  their 
Hands  and  Seals,  The  said  Treaty  has  also  been  inforced  by  an  Additional  Article 
sign'd  by  all  the  Parties,  zvhereby  a  Quota  of  Men  to  be  supplyed  on  both  sides,  is 
ascertained  in  Order  to  Suppress  any  Evil  disposed  Indians  that  may  at  any  time 
Attempt  to  Disturb  the  Peace:  And  now  I  shall  acquaint  you  with  some  Requests 
made  by  the  Indians,  the  matter  whereof  Appearing  to  me  very  proper  for  Culti- 
vating the  Peace  and  Preserving  a  good  and  lasting  Agreement  between  vs,  I  made 
no  Difficulty  to  Promise  them  so  far  as  lay  with  me.  They  are  as  follows,  That  there 
he  Trading  Houses  set  up  in  Sa.co-River  and  at  Pejepscot,  That  there  be  some 
effectual  Measures  taken  to  Prevent  the  Destroying  of  the  Wild  Fowl  by  Floats, 
and  that  there  be  a  suitable  Establishment  for  an  Armourer  at  each  Trading-House, 
These  things  the  Indians  are  much  intent  upon,  and  I  desire  they  may  have  their 
weight  with  you,  to  which  I  shall  add.  That  it  seems  necessary  that  Care  should  be 
forthwith  taken  to  have  the  Three  Captive  Children  {that  were  Sold  by  the  Captors) 
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ready  for  an  Exchange,  that  it  may  not  he  out  of  Our  Power  to  fulfil  the  least  Promise 
made  to  that  People. 

I  now  recommend  to  your  serious  Consideration,  the  making  the  Tax  Bill  for 
bringing  in  the  Sums  laid  upon  this  present  Year,  as  also  that  Provision  he  made 
for  the  speedy  sinking  of  the  1.  looooo  Loan  agreeahle  to  the  Engagements  made 
in  the  Act  for  Emitting  it,  that  the  Puhlick  Faith  may  he  kept  inviolate,  which  is 
all  I  shall  now  offer,  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  busie  Season,  and  the  Fall  Session  is 
drawing  nigh.

'Although  the  House  might  insist  upon  it  as  their  undoubted  Right  as  they 
are  the  Representatives  of  the  several  Towns  in  this  Province,  to  order  and 
grant  such  Taxes  to  be  Levyed  on  the  Inhabitants  as  they  shall  judge  necessary 
from  time  to  time,  and  know  them  able  to  pay,  and  that  without  Controul 
by  the  Honourable  Board,  as  they  are  well  satisfyed,  and  might  therein  justify 
themselves  not  only  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
but  even  from  the  very  Form  of  the  Tax  Bill  it  self,  which  runs  solely  and 
intirely  in  their  Names;  yet  having  received  a  Message  from  the  Honourable 
Board  of  the  z^th.  Instant,  earnestly  desiring  them  to  proceed  without  delay 
to  bring  forward  a  Bill  for  Levying  a  Tax  sufficient  with  the  other  Funds  to 
bring  in  all  the  Bills  laid  on  this  present  Session,  with  a  long  Introduction 
thereunto,  cannot  but  observe  that  they  seem  to  insist  upon  it  that  the  Honour 
and  Faith  of  the  Government  is  strictly  engaged  to  bring  in  this  Year  the 
whole  of  the  Sum  mentioned,  and  which  they  have  solemnly  promised  and 
engaged  to  do.  To  which  we  must  Answer,  That  if  such  solemn  Promises  and 
Engagements  have  been  made  by  the  Honourable  Board,  it  is  what  the  House 
are  Strangers  to:  Indeed  we  are  sensible  that  such  a  Proposal  was  then  made, 
and  upon  supposition  no  doubt  that  it  might  be  for  the  good  of  the  Province 
to  do  so,  but  we  can't  apprehend  that  the  General  Court  Three  or  Four  Years 
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'since  could  hinder  or  prevent  the  present  Court  from  doing  what  they  judge 
'necessary  and  for  the  best  good  of  the  Province  at  this  Day;  so  that  if  now 
'this  Court  by  experience  find  the  Projection  in  1723  &  1724,  built  upon  a 
'false  Hypothesis,  and  that  what  they  proposed  for  the  Benefit  is  now  found 
'to  be  a  great  Detriment  to  the  Province,  it  may  be  receded  from  without  the 
'Imputation  of  breaking  the  Publick  Faith  and  Solemn  Promises,  and  this 
'seems  plainly  to  be  the  Case  in  the  Years  before  mentioned,  The  Court  thought 
'it  might  be  for  the  general  Good  of  this  People  to  have  /.30,ooo  in  Bills  drawn 
'in  very  probably  supposing  there  might  be  a  sufficient  Number  of  them  Emitted 
'on  Loan  or  otherwise,  as  had  been  usual  for  a  Medium  of  Commerce  &c.  and 
'so  there  could  be  [  112  ]  no  great  Difficulty  for  any  Person  to  purchase  what 
*  he  wanted  of  them  to  pay  his  Taxes,  but  now  in  Fact  (the  Trade  and  Commerce 
'as  well  as  the  Number  of  the  Inhabitants  being  much  increased,  and  the  number 
'of  the  Bills  annually  diminished  and  drawn  in)  they  are  so  scarce  that  it  can't 
'be  thought  for  the  general  good  to  abate  of  the  Sum  proposed,  and  defer  the 
'Payment  of  the  Residue  'till  we  are  better  able,  so  that  allowing  /.  16000  to  be 
'brought  in  this  Year  by  the  several  Funds  projected,  and  /.6000  paid  in  last 
'Year,  which  arose  from  thence  more  than  was  laid  on  them,  together  with  a 
'Tax  of  /.  1000,  it  comes  within  a  few  Thousands  of  the  whole  Sum,  and  this  we

In  Council  August  ^oth.  1727. 

THE  Council  having  read  and  Considered  the  Message  of  the  Honourable 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  2Sth.  Currant,  are  greatly  surprized  and 
concerned  to  observe  the  gross  mistakes  and  misapprehensions  the  House  are 
under  with  respect  to  the  nature  and  purport  of  the  several  Grants  of  Taxes  to 
His  Majesty  made  in  the  Years  1723  &  1724.  which  the  Board  in  their  Message 
of  the  25/A.  Currant  to  the  House  very  justly  and  properly  Declared  to  be  the 
Solemn  Promises  of  the  General  Court,  for  the  fulfilling  and  perfecting  of  which 
Grants  by  an  Act  for  Apportioning  and  Assessing  the  same,  the  Honour  and 
Faith  of  the  whole  Legislature  is  strictly  engaged;  What  therefore  the  House 
intend  by  saying,  "That  such  Solemn  Promises  are  what  they  are  Strangers  to"; 
The  Board  can't  possibly  conceive:  But  when  they  further  take  notice  that  the 
House  in  their  Answer  proceed  to  say,  "Indeed  we  are  sensible  such  a  Proposal 
"was  then  made  upon  Supposition  no  doubt,  that  it  might  be  for  the  good  of  the 
"Province  so  to  do,  yet  can't  apprehend  that  the  General  Court  Three  or  Four 
"Years  since  could  hinder  or  prevent  the  present  Court  from  doing  what  they 
"judged  necessary  and  for  the  best  good  of  the  Province  at  this  Day  &c."  [  116  ] 
The  Council  can't  perswade  themselves  that  the  House  have  maturely  Con- 
sidered the  plain  and  manifest  difference  between,  a  Proposal  on  Supposition, 
of  a  thing  uncertain,  and,  a  Real  Grant,  of  certain  Sums  to  be  Levyed  and  paid  at 
a  prefixed  time,  as  in  the  present  Case;  or  if  the  House  have  considered  the 
same,  or  even  so  much  as  inspected  the  Preamble  and  Enacting  words  of  the 
said  Grants,  how  they  can  possibly  recede  therefrom,  is  what  the  Board  can  t 
apprehend;  because  it  would  be  to  Violate  the  Publick  Credit,  and  Expose  His 
Majesties  Good  Subjects,  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  to  innumerable 
Mischiefs  and  Calamities,  unavoidably  Consequent  thereupon;  And  besides 
all  this,  how  inconsistent  wou'd  it  be  with  Our  Loyalty  and  Duty  to  His  Majesty, 
(to  whom  the  Grants  for  raising  and  setling  the  Publick  Revenue  are  always 
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made)  for  the  General  Court  to  Attempt  the  alteration  or  avoiding  the  said 
Grants,  or  which  is  the  same  thing  to  refuse  or  Neglect  to  Comply  with  and 
fulfil  the  same.  And  here  the  Board,  tho'  unwilling  to  proceed  any  further  on 
this  head,  yet  must  observe  to  the  House  that  the  Bill  under  Consideration  is 
only  for  Apportioning  and  Assessing  a  Sum  of  Bills  of  Credit  already  granted 
as  aforesaid,  and  not  a  new  Grant  of  them,  wherein  therefore  the  Honourable 
House  of  Representatives  are  not  so  uncontroulable  by  the  other  parts  of  the 
Legislative  Body,  as  they  Assert  in  their  Answer. 

The  Board  by  no  means  can  agree  with  the  House  in  their  Sentiments  respect- 
ing the  Foundation  of  the  Bills  of  Credit,  Fiz.  That  it  lies  in  this,  "that  they 
"will  answer  in  all  private  Business  and  Commerce  as  well  as  in  all  Publick 
"Payments,  and  not  in  the  promise  of  the  Government  to  call  them  in  at  a 
"certain  time".  For  surely  if  the  Promises  of  the  Government  be  broken,  by 
not  drawing  in  the  Bills  according  to  the  time  prefixed  in  the  Grants  of  Funds 
for  that  purpose,  the  Publick  Payments  into  the  Treasury  must  fail  of  course, 
and  the  demands  for  and  value  of  the  Bills  proportionably  thereunto:  And  that 
however  it  may  be  true  that  many  People  are  so  ignorant  as  not  to  know  when 
the  Bills  are  to  be  drawn  in,  and  yet  readily  take  them,  'tis  nevertheless  most 
certain,  and  will  admit  of  no  dispute,  that  such  as  understand  themselves  and 
their  interest  with  respect  to  the  Bills,  do  and  must  always  value  them  in  pro- 
portion to  the  punctuality  that  is  observed  by  the  Government  in  calling  them 
in  at  the  times  prefixed;  And  how  absurd  and  ridiculous  would  it  appear  to  all 
Men  that  understand  the  nature  of  our  Bills  of  Credit  or  the  Publick  Engage- 
ments and  Securities  of  any  Government  whatsoever,  if  in  their  Resolves  for 
the  Emission  of  Bills  of  Credit,  no  time  should  be  assigned  and  fixed  for  the 
payment  or  drawing  of  them  in  to  the  Treasury. 

The  Council  therefore  earnestly  desire  and  insist  that  the  Honourable  House 
wou'd  proceed  to  Assess  and  Proportion  the  Sum  agreable  to  the  Government's 
Engagements  so  to  do  at  this  time,  and  prevent  the  Deficiency  of  some  Thou- 
sands of  Pounds,  which  the  House  themselves  own  will  happen,  if  there  be  only 
an  Assessment  of  One  Thousand  Pounds,  according  to  their  present  Projection.

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieut.  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 
Mr.  Speaker,  His  Honour  the  Lieut.  Governour  directs  this  Honourable  House 
to  Attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber.  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went 

up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a  SPEECH  to  the  Court,  of  which 
Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  with  the  House  returned  to  their 
own  Chamber.

SINCE  Our  last  Meeting  I  have  received  a  pressing  Letter  from  Auyaum- 
mowett  the  Principal  of  the  Arresaguntacook  Indians  that  appeared  at  the 
late  Treaty,  that  there  may  be  a  stated  Supply  for  that  Tribe  at  Winter-Harbour, 
which  {he  says)  the  Indians  have  a  great  Dependance  on,  and  that  those  who  come 
that  Way  can-{\\^]not  go  to  Richmond  for  all  they  want;  I  am  of  Opinion  that  a 
Compliance  with  the  Indians  in  this  Affair,  so  far  as  to  afford  them  a  Constant 
Supply  of  such  Goods  as  may  be  necessary  for  them  either  at  that  Place,  or 
rather  somewhere  on  Saco-River  will  be  for  the  Publick  Interest,  as  well  as  their 
Satisfaction.
